FEDERAL  EXECUTIVE  BOARDS 


Twelve  Federal  Executive  Boards  were  established  as  a  result  of  President  Kennedy's 
memorandum  of  November  10,   1961,   to  Heads  of  Departments  and  Agencies.     Purpose  of 
these  Boards  is  to  strengthen  the  coordination  of  Government  activities  outside  of 
Washington;  to  provide  a  direct  channel  of  communication  with  responsible  agency  field 
officers;  to  improve  the  image  of  the  Federal  Service;  and  to  improve  administrative 
management,  with  emphasis  on  the  pooling  of  experience  and  resources  to  increase  the 
effectiveness  and  economy  of  Federal  programs.     The  President's  memo  also  draws  atten- 
tion to  opportunities  for  improvement  in  solving  economic  problems,   in  natural  re- 
sources and  urban  development  and  in  the  protection  of  equal  rights. 

All  Departments  and  Agencies  of  the  Executive  Branch  with  offices  in  the  designated 
cities  are  represented  on  the  Boards.     Chairman  John  Macy  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  is  giving  general  direction  to  the  Boards,  with  the  assistance  of  William 
Carey  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  and  Lee  White  of  the  White  House.     The  cities  in 
which  the  12  Boards  are  located  and  the  Department's  representative  on  each  Board  are 
given  below:

The  Board  representatives  were  appreciative  of  the  opportunity  to  clarify  their  re- 
sponsibilities and  to  receive  assurance  of  positive  support  for  doing  an  effec4:ive  job. 
The  Department  of  Agriculture  is  giving  full  support  to  this  effort.
